The accompanying blue print (at a scale of 4” representing 
one foot) represents the end wall of a lobby and staircase hall 
of a museum of antiquities. The niche in the center of this 
wall is to contain a block of stone mounted upon a pedestal and 
covered with inscriptions of historic rather than artistic interest. 
The walls of the niche will, therefore, be fully exposed to view. 
The problem is to design a decoration for this wall and niche. 

The design is to be Roman or Pompeian in character. 

The architecture of the wall is to be indicated as of light 
colored stone and the painted decoration shall occupy the spaces 
MAK CCA amet is mee (Gre) aN ue dee ee Cova Cpee Elies 

The spaces “A” to “KE,” inclusive, are to be treated with an 
ornamental repeating motif in which the representation of a 
human figure may occupy the center of each of the five panels 
so created.

CLASS “A”—I PROJET 
“A DAM” 


A site has been selected for a dam whose reservoir will 
supply a large city within easy motoring distance. The country 
below the dam and the water-shed surrounding the reservoir 
will be city park land. There will be a parkway from the city 
which will terminate at the area below the downstream face 
of the dam.

It is therefore proposed to make not only the dam structure 
but its foreground a monumental decorative feature of the 
park system; and the projet is to include the development of 
this area for a distance of about one thousand feet below the 
dam. ‘The water from the spillway may be used as desired 
below the dam, for pools, fountains, ete., and must finally be 
led off into a stream, 

The dam structure is to be of a total length of one thousand 
feet at the top, and of sufficient width to carry an important 
motor road running into the hills on either side. At each end 
of the top of the dam there should be architectural features, 
parking space, shelters, etc., to form its terminals. : 

If desired, a structure of about three hundred square feet 
in area may appear at the top, to be used as the gate-house 
of the reservoir. ‘There are to be one or two spillways totaling 
about one hundred fifty to two hundred feet in width, at the 
end or ends of the face of the dam within the length of the 
one thousand feet stated above. The road on the top is to be 
carried over by bridges or arches. The treatment of the spill- 
way water as part of the design is important, 

The masonry face of the dam must be treated architecturally 
to conceal (and indicate) vertical expansion joints, extending 
completely through its mass about every seventy to eighty 
feet. The dam will be one hundred fifty feet from the ground 
below to the level of the roadway on top of it; and its vertical 
downstream section will be a curve starting from the vertical 
at the top to a line forty-five degrees with the ground. The 
foot of the dam will project eighty feet horizontally from the 
face at its top. A co-ordinate horizontal measurement (to the 
curve) from this face at seventy-five feet below the roadway 
should be about twenty feet. 

The hills forming the valley slope up to a height consider- 
ably above the level of the lake to be formed by the dam and 
of the spillway, which is about fifteen feet below the level of 
the road on its top. These hills form rocky abutments at the 
end of the dam and may be as precipitous or irregular as de- 
sired. The slope where they are intersected by the dam-face 
is at an angle of about forty-five degrees. This angle may, 
however, be steepened if desired, on atount of the spillways. 

As far as possible the artificial masonry of the dam, the 
spillways, the formal treatment of the water and of the road- 
ways and approaches should tie in with the natural features 
assumed for the site—the whole to form a unit impressive in 
its scale and dignity.

Figures and ornament may be freely used on the vase and 
pedestal, a short inscription provided for, and a copy of the 
original deed of the site of the city shall be placed within it. 

It is desired that the competitors shall search for the general 
architectural mass and composition rather than the sculptural 
detail,
